account. It now amounts to £193 9s 3d, and 
the eonrse we suggest will, at least, save any 
further intoreat being paid on it. 

We would call the attention of the Council to 
the amount of rents due— £377 i and alao to 
there being £372 15s 8id of rates nnoollevt^, 
£92 Os 7d of which are last year’s rates, ' 
We find, in going throogh the acconnta of the 
lata land sale, that in some cases nothing has 
been paid towards the purchase ; in others 
that the deposit has been paid, bat that there 
are no bills in hand fur the balance, and that in 
one instance the deposit has been paid, bill 
taken, bat the interest on the balaoce repre- 
seated by the bills has been left uncovered in 
anyway.

their. T.annualri payments. Many of theae'l 
reaervea have been let at divers times at a 
fixed rental, but for years paat the utmost 
difficulty has been experienced in collecting 
the rents. . . A reference to-tha. Auditors’ re- 
;;Port,pubIuhed elsewhere shows that a sum 
‘ of 'rid less than L377 ‘ is in arrear for rents 
alone. Whether this accumulation of renta 
ia owing to a regular system of repudiation or 
from laxity on the. part of colleotora, it ia 
needless here to enquire. What the rate- 
i payere have a right to know ia, why auoh a 
. state of affairs ia allowed to be perpetuated, 
and even encouraged by the Cnuncillora 
themselves. These arrears we find admitted 
as aaseta, but so far from the Council trying 
to realise, it seems to encourage debtors to 
repudiate. At last meeting, upon the bare 
assertion of the Clerk to that effect~and the 
correctness of which is open queation— the 
Council coolly struck off as bad debts close 
upon tilOO of rents due ! The ostensible 
reason for this extraordinary action is said 
' to be that the Corporation has no legal claim 
because the parties never occupied the ground, 
which in most instances was leased at public 
auction. To our mind, the Council entirely 
misconceived the position ; and, to say the 
least, had no right thus to deprive the 
• borough of LlOO by relying merely .Upon the 
legal acumen ' of the Town Cierk. That 
officer appears to have accepted a tniing in 
, the R.M. Court with respect to section 1, 
block XXVII. as applying to all. municipal 
reserves, notwithstanding that the circum- 
stances are entirely different. And writing 
of this particular eection, bring us to notice 
another very remarkable act of the Council 
at its last meeting in Connection n?ith an 
occupant there on, Less than ‘five years 
since the particular piece of ground was leased 
at auction fmm the Corporation' at an 'annual 
rental of £32. Subsequently, at the solicitation 
of the occupant, the rent was induced to £22 
yearly, conditionally upon all arrears being 
paid up, Some £20 arrears was then paid, and 
an arrangement made fur the balance due.' 
Things went on quietly for another year or 
two, when the occupier again appeared before 
the Council with a request that a. further re- 
duction be made. Another £10 was taken 
off, making the rental £12 per annum. This 
the occupant graciously accepted on condition 
that the Council guaranteed not to raise the 
rent above £12 when in a position to give a 
lease. To this stipulation the Council de- 
murred, and, so far ns we remember, nothing 
was done. Yet again the importunate occu- 
pant addresses himself to the CouncLl, praying 
for a reduction of rental, and the Council in 
its wisduin, after due deliberation and some 
very peculiar proceedings as to valuation, 
&o., which it would take too long to detail, 
at its last meeting agreed to let the occupant 
have the privilege of paying six pounds per 
antium for the future on condition that he 
paid £20 in liquidation of all arrears up to 
31st March last— said arrears being entered 
up in the Corporation books as £102 ! Thus, 
by persistence on the one hand, and pitiful 
vacillation on the otlier, the occupier 
of the land has at length triumpiied. 
We are willing to confess thatin the firat 
instance, aye, and in the second even, the 
rental was too high, and there can be no 
doubt the particular occupant alluded to 
purchased on the assumption that he would 
get a legal lease. But in this latter respect 
how did he differ from other occupants on 
the same block who were forced to pay by 
process of law 1 Surely their claim to con- 
sideration .was equal with his. But they 
lacked persistence, and perhaps were nut 
such shrewd judges of human nature— hence 
they paid and grumbled, while the other 
grumbled and did not pay. 

. No one will blame the citizen alluded to 
for trying to make the best bargain he could 
for himself, especially considering the 
peculiar circumstances in which he was 
placed. But the question forces itself upon 
us — Is the action of the Councii in this 
matter honest to the ratepayers ? Is it 
dignified or proper that a public body should 
shiliy-ahatly with the interests of the bornugh 
in this fashion t We say emphatically, No ; 
and it will well become the ratepayers to 
call to account their representatives for the 
haphazard way in whioli they are dealing 
with auoh a valuable trust as the Borough 
endowments. We hope the present week 
will not pass before new blood is introdiiced 
among our civic rulers which will tend to 
improve the conduct of municipal business 
generally— and' that it will stand a lot of 
rmpfoying mutt bgMnfeased by (tli ?^ho take ' 
note of their pt'oceedingg. " ‘

Ear! Cowner, the new Viceroy of Ireland has 
arrived at Dublin, and been accorded a -most 
enthusiastic reception. 

; The appointment of the Marquis of Ripnn as 
Viceroy of Tndia has provoked strong expressions 
of opinion on the part of - the Opposition Press. 
The Marquis having been charged with being a 
Jesuit, the, .virulence , of .the, attacks induced 
Gladstone to publicly contradict the atatement. 
The-. Preinier denies' emphatically that the 
Marquis ia a member of that religious bodv. 

Negotiations opened by the British Govern- 
ment through their ministers at Pern and Chili 
with a view to terminate the war between those 
two countries has resulted in failure. — Strong 

ressure has been brought to bear upon the 

orte's representatives by tho Great Powers with 
a view to enforcing the provisions of the treaty 
of Berlin,' more especiallj with regard to tho 
promised reforms in the internal affairs of the 
Turkish empire. A proposal was formally sub- 
mitted that Mid hat Pasha, Governor of Syria, 
should be recalled to Constautinopla and en- 
trusted in giving effect to the views of European 
powers. The Saltan refused to accept the pro- 
posal, on the ground that it would involve an 
unwarrantable interference withsovereign rights. 
It is believed, however, that one of the main 
grounds of objection ia the strong feeling of dis- 
favor in which Midhat Pasha ia held in the 
palace. 

All necessary arrangements have been made 
for the approaching European Conference at 
Berlin. Lord Odo Russell, the British .A mbassador 
at Berlin, and General Sir Lintorne Sioiecns will 
represent. England, The Powers to be repre- 
sented at the Conference have agreed to take the 
question of Greek claims first into consideration. 

The British Government is making efforts to 
prevent any serious conflict occurring between 
tho Montenegrins and Albanians, Hopes are 
entertained that a peaceful solution of the 
difficulty will be securerl. 

At the wool sales on the 5th, 8,300 bales were 
sold. The tone of the market is still firm,

CAPTAIN BARRY’S LECTURE. 

. ' ♦ ■ 

An audience of about a hundred and fifty 
persons met Capt, Barry in the Atheneeum 
Hall on Friday evening to listen to an 
address from him on the subject of his recent 
tour through England. Mr 8. N. Brown 
occupied the chair, and suitably introduced 
the ieoturer. Capt. Barry opened his address 
by recounting how the Government of the 
day had provided for his passage home, and 
how, on arrival in London, Sir Julius ' Vogel 
had intimated his inability to engage the 
speaker on the emigration staff, thus leaving 
him to his own resources — which, in a 
financial aspect, were of the slenderest. But 
the Captain’s energy and “ colonial experi- 
ence” were equal to the emergency : he awoke 
the interest of Londoners by annuuncing in 
glaring characters that the “great Captain 
Barry had arrived,” and intended giving 
them the benefit of his 60 years experience 
in the Colonies. The affair took, and the 
veteran was speedily in funds. Providing 
himself with suitable “ harness,” the Captain 
proceeded to interview “ his friend,” Lord 
Baybrook, taking the provincial towns on 
his way, and adding to his funds. Ha was 
well treated by my lord, and shortly after- 
wards succeeded in finding some rich re- 
lations, who provided the needful for publish- 
ing the story ot Barry’s life, now widely 
known under the title of “ Up and Down.” 
The Captain then devoted himself to address- 
ing the people of England un the advantages 
offered by New Zealand as a field for settle- 
ment by capitalists. That he was not idle 
in this department was shown by the fact 
that he addressed 121 meetings, many of 
whicli comprised thous.inds of persons. The 
stoiy of his interview with the Tiohhorne 
claimant was also graphically told, the 
Captain taking credit that his evidence would 
lead to the prisoner’s early release. In this 
connection, the lecturer spoke in the highest 
terras ot MrQuartermaineBast, oftheQueen’s 
Hotel (where Capt. Barry resided) and pro- 
mised a hearty welcome and elegant home to 
any colonists on a trip to the old country 
who “ put up ” at this princely establish- 
ment. How tho Captain escaped the Tay 
bridge disaster, how he discovered himself 
heir to a valuable estate in fee simple, how 
he received a letter from Queen Victoria 
(exhibited) acknowledging receipt of his 
" interesting bonk,” and how he hob-nobbed 
with the blue blood of England— all was told 
in earnest if not dignified language, and 
afforded the audience considerable amuse- 
ment and ^reflection as to how such things 
could be. The Captain took occasion more 
than once to urge upon those who had put 
their names down as subscribers to his book 
to keep faith with him, and complete the 
pnrchiise thereof. Its production had cost 
him much labor and anxiety, and he looked 
to the public to honorably redeem promises 
made of support. A very interesting address 
was concluded by a resumh of the good 
results to the colony of the speaker’s efforts 
at Home — results, he held, far more import- 
ant than were likely to flow from the doings 
of Messrs Bathgate and Berry, as he (the 
speaker) had induced capita! to come to the 
country while the paid agents were over- 
flowing the colony with superfluous labor. 
He thought the New Zealand Government 
was indebted to him for hie services rendered 
at his own expense, and had strong hopes 
that he would be reimbursed for his outlay 
and labor. Captain Barry spoke for about 
I an hour and a-haif .and wa a loudly applauded 
I at intervals.

Verily there is a great gulf in the way of 
mileage between us and you, a gulf destined 
to be materially abridged some day or other 
by the prosecution of the Otago Central 
Railway ; but widely apart as we dwellers in 
the plains and you goldfields residents are 
situated, many a topic is discussed and many 
an event takes place in the metropolis of 
Canterbui'y which folks in Cromwell, and the 
regions thereabout, would like to make 
menial notes of. Here goes to give them an 
opportunity of doing so. 

Public feeling in Christchurch is sorely 
exercised over the systematic dribble of rail- 
way workshops and their attendant staffs to 
Dunedin. The I^ytlelton Times blazes out 
every other day in denunciations of the Go- 
vernment for their conduct in the matter, 
and the tone of the whole Press is of course 
strongly against any scheme for the removal 
of labor or plant southwards. The Chamber 
of Commerce having remonstrated without 
effect has given up the matter in despair. 
Writing as one who has lived some short 
time in Dunedin and Otago generally, I must 
confess to having discovered far more jealousy 
and suspicion of their southern neighbors in 
Canterbury people th.an I ever noticed in 
Otago of the dwellers in Canterbury. 

Another great source of rivalry, and 
occasional self-gratulation to Christchurch, is 
the relative advantages of Port Chalmers and 
Port Lyttelton as harbors for vessels of large 
burthen. When the s.s. Stadt Haarlem' 
turned up her nose a year ago at the Port 
Chalmers bar, and passed on to Canterbury, 
great was the jubilation up' here — ^yet it is

PARLIAMENTARY NEWS. 



Wellington, June 2. 

There is hardly any political gossip stirring 
to-day. The Government carried all the 
sessional committees without the . slightest 
dilEculty, thus securing an advantage at start- 

ing- 

The Regulation of Elections Bill which is the 
same as that of last session, passed its second 
reading without debate, or even a breath of 
opposition, the result being that the order paper 
was exhausted. 

; The only special feature to-day was Sir G. 
Grey’s notice of motion to reduce the salaries of 
Ministers, 

The first division of the session took place in 
the House of Representatives this afternoon in 
Committee, on the Regulation of Elections Bill, 
the question being whether the candidate, to be 
eligible, must be a registered elector or only “ a 
person.” Mr Hall moved the former, and Sir 
George Grey the latter. The division resulted 
in 35 votes for the former ag.iinst 22 for the 
latter. The Opposition now say they -will do 
nothing until the Financial Statement is before 
the House, when, if there is no opening for 
attack on the linarcial policy of the Govern. 
ment, they wilt probably make no combined 
attempt to oust the Ministers this session. 

Mr Sheehan’s coming is anxiously looked for 
by the Opposition members, in the hope that he 
will assist to organise one of the three parties 
now hovering about. 

An impression gains ground that the Govern- 
ment will modify the property tax by relieving 
personal effects and furniture, but as that wouM 
me.an a loss of 140,000, it will probably be made 
up by reducing the exemption to L300. Noth- 
ing is yet definitely known. 

June 5. 

The Hospital and Charitable Aid Bill, under 
discussion yesterday, will affect Otago thus : - 
Dune- 1 in Hospital, Benevolent institution, and 
all other asaoc'ations granting aid, will be placed 
on the same footing. A Board, incorporated 
under a manager, will assess the income required 
—half of which, after deducting subscriptions, 
the Government levy from local bodies, con- 
tributing the other half as a grant in proportion, 
so that the burden on the ratepayers will in- 
crease. In the country districts hospitals are 
all taken over and placed under a Board. 

Some lively talk occurred in the Legislative 
Council this afternoon on the Hon. Mr Water- 
house’s question regarding the inscription of 
New Zealand stock. The Hon. Mr Scotland 
denouncod Sir Julius Vogel as being a reined 
gambler when he came to this colony, without 
a halfpenny except what lie got out of the 
colonists. Colonel Brett rose, crimson with 
rage, and fiercely rebuked Mr Scotland for, as 
he said, calling Now Zealand’s greatest states- 
man a ruined swindler- The Speaker here 
interpoatd. and put a stop to it. .

V Numberless rumors and stories, some of them 
' of.an incredibly silly kind, went about Dun- 
edin as to evidence that the police might get 
if they chose. How many wild-goose chases 
the police were sent upon would scarcely be 
believed. But there were one or two of these 
stories that, having a substratum of fact for 
foundation, were more generally disseminated 
than others. ^ 

‘The principal one of these was in regard to 
the connection of a Mias Dora D — with the 
esse. It was stated upon authority almost 
beyond question that this young lady had 
been a sweetheart of Butler, had been also 
an intimate of Mrs Dewar, and having been 
seen by Butler at Dewar’s house with the 
bady in her arms, had been believed by him 
to have gut- married whilst he was in gaol. 
Of course if this had been true, the motive 
of jealousy would at once have been forth- 
coming. Well, the whole matter was 
thoroughly investigated, and thetruth regard- 
ing it appears to have been this. Dora D— 
Was a domestic employed in the household of 
B doctor, whose residence isnear Macandrew- 
street, which runs up what once was Bell 
Hill. , Three or four years ago the prisoners 
were employed forming this street for the 
Harbor Board. Butler was at work amongst 
tbe prisoners, and saw the girl going about 
her domestic duties. He fancied she looked 
favorably upon him. When he got out of gaol 
the last time, he, I believe, set himself to 
look up the girl, and succeeding, made 
advances to her with the view of establishing 
ail acquaintance, which were refused. ■ So 
far, therefore, the stoty about Mias D— was 
true to the extent that she khew Butler. But 
it proved to be utterly untrue as regarded 
her knowing the Dewars. She knew nothing 
whatever about them, and had never nursed 
Mrs Dewar’s baby or visited her honse. 

■ This was discovered to be tbe fact after a 
good deal of trouble, for the young lady now 
resides out of town. Even after this, how- 
ever, further information came to hand that 
caused a fresh investigation of the same set 
of circumstances to take place. Another 
young lady, a milliner in one of the draper's 
establishments here, stated, most positively 
at first, that about a fortnight before the 
murder, speaking over the fence to Mrs 
; Dewar at the latter’s house, and asking about 
the baby’s health, Mrs Dewar told her the 
child had been unwell, but it was getting 
better, and that she was glad to say she had 
a good nurse for it, naming the identical 
Miss D— all the former investigation had 
been about. Of course this new scent had 
to be followed up, but it proved delusive, 
•At first nothing apparently could shake the 
girl’s story. She was positive about Mias 
D— being named ; but, after a great deal of 
questioning, she admitted that after all she 
might have been mistaken. She did have a 
conversation with Mrs Dewar, but since the 
murder she had heard so much of the Miss 
D— ’s story that she could not be certain 
whether she was not mixing things some- 
what. This was the truth, for unquestion- 
ably Dora D — was never a nurse with the 
Dewars. 

This is one of the moat important rumors 
that the police had to look into the truth of ; 
and it will bp, seen to have had a substratum 
\of correctness. There were of course num- 
berless others. One story there was a touch 
of superstition about. It was stated that one 
evening some visitors were with Mrs Dewar, 
the husband being out. While they were 
sitting in the front room, a heavy footstep 
Was heard to come through the kitchen, and 
partlyinto the passage. Mrs Dewar said some- 
thing to the effect that it would he Dewar. 
Nobody came in and she went to look but not 
a soul was visible. Everybody had heard the 
footstep plainly. Previous to the murder 
nobody thought of it again, but afterwards 
it attained a great significance. Of course, 
even if it were true, nothing could come of 
it, But there are many who have heard the 
story who, insome unexplainable Way, believe 
that if the occurrence could be sifted, there 
the clue to the murder lies. 

There are other such stories that might he 
told, but they would be wearisome. At any 
rate the fact, I believe, remains that no 
evidence whatever, beyond that of tbe lad 
who states that he saw a man opposite 
Dewar’s early on the morning of the murder, 
which man he believes to have been Butler, 
although he cannot swear to him, has been 
discovered. There, is scarcely a possibility 
of anything further turning up; at least it 
will be a miracle if so. Butler, therefore, 
alter serving between 13 and 14 years, if he 
behaves himself when in gaol, will then be 
at liberty. His age will then be 46 or 46.

him. This was surmised to be at his lodg- 
ings, but these were not known, and he was 
not BO soft as to tell. Of course having got 
him, the detectives were not inclined to let 
him go, so ha was lodged in the cell, and 
they trusted to a ruse to discover what they 
wanted. About an hour after he went in, 
there came in a very drnnken man in 
custody, who was bundled into the cell along 
with Butler. He was stupidly drunk for a 
time, but after a couple of hours had passed 
he began to sober. As he did so, his tongue 
became loosened, and along with execrations 
upon all policemen, he betrayed a natural 
curiosity as to what had brought his cell- 
oompaniou there. Bnlter was communicative 
enough as regarded this portion of the sub- 
ject, although perhaps he did not stick to 
the truth. But the sobering drunkard 
wished to know more, and amongst his other 
questions was the one “And where do you- 
live, mate?” But Butler was “too fly,” 
and after encouraging his questioner with 
false hopes for a time, he at last blurted out, 
“ You’re only wasting your time, my friend j 
you’d better knock and get out.” The pre- 
tended drunkard did so, and Detective B — 
left the cell a sadder if not a wiser man. . It 
was a very nice trap, but Butler would »iot 
take the bait. They found out afterwards, 
of course, where' he lived, but not from the 
accused. . '

The distress is increasing in Hungary, and the 
Magyars are emigrating to the United States in 
thoasands. 

Two thousand Swedes have emigrated during 
the lash few months to America. One thousand 
more left (;hriatiania for the same destination. 

The Porte owes its army contractors LI, 000, 000 
for rations. They threaten to stop supplies 
unless they are paid, bnt there is no money in 
the treasury.' 

General Stewart defeated Moorhoi Khan’s 
army, thus virtually closing the campaign. The 
British hold Ghuznee. 

Eeports from Burmah are oontradictory. 
Some say that King Ban is dead, and that 
Prince Theomalsu succeeded him ; others say 
that he is still suffering from some dangerous 
disease. Attempts are being made to atop it by 
sacrificing a number of virgins. 

The situation in China is threatening. All 
business is unsettled and in a critical state, 
owing to the unensiness caused by affairs at 
Pekin and the probability of a war with Kussia. 
Englishmen ate advised from Pekin to look after 
themselves and prepare for an emergency. 

The Nexo York Herald estimates that tbe 
delegates so far elected to tbe Chicago Bepublican 
Presidential Convention will stand thus : — 
Grant, 225 ; Blaine, 214 ; Sherman, 90 ; 
Edmunds, 32 ; and Washburn, 13. Grant having 
barely 40 votes ahead of Blaine ia very far shoi't 
of the requisite majority, and of delegates yet to 
be chosen it ia more than likely that he will 
lose rather than gain. 

A terrible famine haa occurred at Khurdistan, 
Armenia, and Western Persia. The Lord Mayor 
haa opened subscriptions. In a letter Mr Glad- 
stone recommends the urgency of the relief. 

Forty-six thousand one hundred and eighteen 
immigrants arrived at New York last month. 

The recently-discovered deficit in the Indian 
budget .amounts to L400.000, The Press openly 
charges deception in the matter on the part of 
the Government and authorities. 

The Prince of Wales visited and congratulated 
Mr Gladstone on the Liber.al riotory, and on his 
appointment as Premier. The incident haa 
occasioned some surprise. 

The London World says the Queen's health 
and spirits .ire most unsatisfactory. She suffers 
from constant headache. 

John Bright says he enters the Ministry be- 
cause he haa work to perform with reference to 
the Irish land question. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin states in a recent 
address that the distress in Ireland is as great as 
ever. It is fc.ired that daring the next three 
months the distress will prove most severe — 
this, too, in the face of fcailing subscriptions. 
Krude, County Galway, is suffering fearfully. 
Hundreds of people will die if food is not 
supplied. 

Poisoned fond h.is been found on the Czar’s 
dining-table. 

The Czar, advised thereto by Genera! Melikoff, 
as regarding a policy of clemency, pardoned 
three students of Karkoff University for political 
offences. The act has made a deep impression 
upon their fellows. 

According to the Moscow Oaaette the reasons 
upon which China refuses to ratify the Kuldja 
Treaty are that the mountain passes would re- 
main in possession of Russia, and 500,000 roubles 
might better be expended by China in military 
preparations..! • The same paper warns the 
Russian Government not to undervalue the 
Chinese warlike strength. 

Shevitheh, the misauig workman who lodged 
in the casement of the VVinter Palace before and 
up to the time of the explosion, has been dis- 
covered at St. Petersburg and arrested. Ho 
confesses himself guilty of the attempt on the 
Czar'e life. He is a Lithurian by birth, and has 
an uncle who ia Governor of the province of 
Calonza.

A Gold Story, 

Some excitement is being created among the 
Mexican population of Phoenix. Arizona, by the 
story of a Mexican who arrived one evening 
lately from the Reno Mountains. He came into 
town under cover of darkness, as he was nearly 
nakeil. His hands and feet were tom and 
bloody, and his face gashed in a fearful manner. 
His story was told with the air of a man who 
had been terribly frightened and had not re- 
covered. With a companion he started out 
prospecting about a month ago, going up Salt 
River. They left the river when opposite the 
Superstition Mountaiu. Their prospecting 
began at this point. While climbing up the 
mountain in a little gully through black sand, 
and down which a large stream of water had 
evidently passed years ago, they ware astouiahed 
to find that in this sand were large quantities of 
fine gold. In some places the sand was only 
about half-an-inob deep over the granite. The 
gold, in pieces the size of a bean and smaller, 
was found in the little fissures in the face of the 
bed-rock. Very little washing was necessary, 
and they found a little spring of water, which 
furnished them what they needed. They 
obtained, they think, about GOOdola. worth in 
half-a-day’s work. About 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon they were surprised to see an Indian 
woman come to the gulch .above the spring, and 
start to come clown. Upon seeing them she ran 
back ovot the hill. In less than ten minutes 
they were surrounded by 50 or 60 savages. The 
Indians were very small and seemed to be of a 
different nature than they had ever seen in 
Arizona. The Mexicans were not armed, except 
with knives, and tbe survivor says they were 
almost instantly caught with lariats. The 
Indians took them up the mountain and put 
them in a cave. They tortured and killed his 
companion, and his fate would have been the 
same bnt for his escape. He succeeded in getting 
away with only a few knife gcashes on his face. 
They lost their gold, With all their outfit. The 
Indiana seemed to be cave-dwellers, and were 
evidently excited over the place being found by 
outsiders. For the benefit of non-residents, we 
will say that Superstition Mountain derives its 
name from the fact that no white man has ever 
been seen again who attempted its aaoenaion. 
It ia a tradition among the Mexicans that large 
deposits of free gold are to be found in its 
gulches and ravines. It ia not known whether 
there is any water there or not.
